and I'm going to celebrate it by writ- 
ing a letter. 
This is the first anni-

Paralysis,"- who made a call 'on me 
one year ago today. I caff't say that 
I was particularly pleased with his 
call, nevertheless I feel as though I 
ought to celebrate it, for if he sh'oudd 
pall again I might not be able to cele- 
brate the second anniversary of his 
first call. I've had a pretty good time 
on the whole and perhaps I ought to 
be satisfied with my lot. 


"People who are inclined io worry

Someone who be- 
lieved in making the best of things 
wrote this little hymn:

Children are in the garbage can;

City Council Highly Pleased With Re- 


markable Low Bids Received on 


District Sewerage Work. 


As the result of the conference held 
between the members oJ the board of 
public works and W. C. Sparks, gen- 
eral manager of.the Rockford Inter- 
urban company, W. S. Hubbard, chief 
engineer, Thomas S. Nolan, attorney, 
and William Murphy, superintendent 
of the Janesville Traction company, 
it is expected that the tracks on Mil- 
ton avenue, from St. Mary's avenue 
to the city limits, will be. paved with 
brick between the rails. Besides this 
improvement Engineer Htfbbard and 
C. V. Kerch, city engineer, today drew 
plans for a grade for the car tracks i 
on Milton avenue from the brick pave-1 
ment on Milwaukee street to 
St. ' 
Mary's avenue in view o£ future per- 
manent pavement. 
It was explained by Mayor Fathers 
that the condition and trafflo on the 
upper end of Milton avenue demanded 
that improvements be made and the 
conference had been called to reach 
an agreement before the repairs were 
made by the traction company. The 
street car men have eight foot stan- 
dard ties ready to be placed on the 
car line, and it is now expected, that 
they will be placed on better founda- 
tion in view of the paved street that 
is expected to be 
ordered 
by the 
council from St. (Mary's avenue to the 
city limits. General Manager Sparks 
^declared that while brick was more 
expensive, he. would advocate that it 
be placed within the five foot space 
between the rails. Under the traction 
franchise for the street railway com- 
pany the company is only obliged to 
pave for the space between the rails, 
or five feet, and not seven., aa in the 
case of the interurban line. 


Line Improvement. 


It was expressed by" the city offi- 
cials that the tracks 
and 
ties be 


placed on a concrete foundation, and 
ties embedded in a solid 
concrete 
bed to conform with the twenty-three 
foot pavement which the council has 
in mind for adopting on-Milton ave- 
nue. 
It is . the .commission's view to 
have a concrete 
pavement 
twenty- 
three-feet in. width, extending nine 
feet from each side 
from 
the car 
track with a macadam 
or 
crushed 
stone shoulder" to the curb. By limit- 
ing the concrete .center roadway to 
twenty-three feet it would not only 
save the ' property owners a material 
amount but also allow for the laying 
,-pf water and gas sewers when needed 


i in.the'future. To'pave the street from 
curb to curb and in a few years have 


i to tear up to lay the sewers would be 
;a poor policy, the council held. 
The 


! concrete pavement 
would 
be wide 
enough to meet> the demands of the 
traffic..

For Future Work. 


The planning of the correct grade 


from the end of the brick paving on 
Milwaukee street hill to St Marv's 
avenue was in view of having the re- 
paired car line laid so as not'to cause 
unnecessary work .when a permanent 
pavement, is 
ordered 
here. 
Mayor 
j?.athers did. not state when this work 
was -being planned to be effected, but 
said: "The'.cost .'.of re-surfacing the 
street repeatedly is too expensive and 
the traffic is sufficient to warrant a 
pav.ed street." 


The rails to be put in on the Milton 
avenue line promise to be a "decided" 
improvement, as they are six inches 
in height and weigh 73 pounds a yard 
being standard rails as used ic the 
larger cities. 
With the eight foot 
ties on a god gravel foundation laid 
in brick, the line will be greatly im- 
proved.

Would Remove Tracks. 


Manager Sparks offered no opposi- 


(tion to the plans on paving, except to 
state that brick would be preferred 
over concrete or asphalt.

for extensive improvements and that 
it was under consideration to tear up 
some of .the tracks at the upper end 
When the matter of tearing up and 
removing tracks the city commission

BUSINESS

In giving you something of an idea 


of the circus 
and 
pageant.of cen- 
luries ago. I will, have to give it to 
y.o-.i as a.bit of history rather than 
that of experience, 
in 
those days 
they were - organized regardless of 
cost, and participated in by all na- 
tions and given as a free exhibiuon, 
no admission fee being charged. Bv 
the following description of the cir- 
rus and the pageant of those davs 
you can readily see that the shows 
of today are small affairs compared 
with them, and although the shows of 
today have grown to enormous pro- 
portions in the last fifty years, ypt 
they would bardly make a side show 
for circuses of centuries ago. 


Although the circus is strictly an 
.American institution at the present 
time, ancient history 
tells us that 
Augustus Caesar and Xero were cir- 
cus maicnates with whom our present 
promulgntors of that class of enter- 
tainment cannot compare. 


Let us return to the very beginning 


of the Christian era or even before 
the birth of the Saviour, and we find 
that the oircus and pageant or carni- 
val, 
wore participated 
in by the 
.whole community on such a scale as 
to make our present day three-ring 
aggregation seem a mere pigmv in 
comparison. 


The circiip was an important factor 


.n the centennary festival, begun in 
lie year 17 B. C.. by Augustus Cae- 
iar. H then consisted of a pageant 


held entirely by the female popula- 
tion, and came after a day of pray- 
er and sacrifice, the pageant at this 


i time being purely ecclesiastical. This 
i exhibition was given on a large plat- 


i form erected for the occasion in an 
open space, where plenty of room was 
to be had for the spectators to stand. 
No seats were placed and no admis- 
sion was charged. 


Almost everyone is familiar with 
the history of Nero's reign. He was 
a lover of amusement in any form, 
and when the ordinary exhibition of 
the circus palled on htm, the circus 
arena became a slaughter pen for his 
enemies. 
He had a large stadium 
erected, in what are now in the 
Vatican 
gardens, 
and 
during his 
entire 
reign 
from 
54 
A. 
D. 
up to the time he committed suicide 
in 68 A. D., he kept himself surround- 
ed with singers, acjors and musicians, 
and various other entertainers. 


The most wonderful circus of Rome 
was the one with whose name we are 
all so familiar—the Coloseum—com- 
pleted about the year 80 A. D • Al- 
though not the largest, it was by far 
the most 
magnificent 
stadium the 
world has ever known. The exterior 
circumference of this huge structure 
was one thousand, six hundred and 
twelve feet. It had a triple elevation 
of four-score arches, one hundred and 
eight feet high, and the cost of this 
m-°J1,5^.stadlum wa" approximately 
$,,500,000. Think of itf 
Two hun- 
dred and forty tiers of seats, and if 


we allow two feet of space for. each 
spectator we find the seating-capacity 
approximately 175,000. 
Circus Days--in Rome! 
The sun, 
coming up. over the Eastern horizon, 
dissipating the chill of eariy dawn, 
found spectators 
gathered 
from the 
farthest regions. Samaritans, Sigam- 
brians, Arabians, Sabaeans and Aethe- 
opians thronged the streets. A gab- 
ble of hundred tongues could be heard 
on this day of all days, for the Roman 
citizen. A police force of seven thou- 
sand men.made a feeble attempt to 
quell disturbances 
that 
frequently 
arose between members of this vast 
multitude. 
After much hustling anil 
bustling about preparing the morning 
meal the blare of a trumpet is' heard 
in the distance and the throngs begin 
wending their way towards the mons- 
ter arena where the day's entertain- 
ment, is- to have a day of festivities 
which Is beyond the wildest dreams 
lot modern civilization. The streets 
! were filled with pleasure-seeking hu- 
manity in, what was then, the capital 
of the world. 


Imagine the thrill of pride the mas- 
ter of ceremonies must have felt as 
he stood in the. center of that, huge 
arena looking up into the faces of 
nearly a quarter of a million people, 
and hearing 
the >oar 
of approval, 
sounding like a crash of. thunder, as 
he gave the word for the opening of 
the circus, a circus which has never 


, been equalled in point of size, bril- 
liancy and pomp since that time. 


Between the beautiful grass-covered 
slopes of the hills, Aventine and Pal- 
atine (two of the seven hills of Rome) 
was built in the year 329 B.' C.. by 
Tarquin, the younger, the first circus 
arean. 
This first' building was built 
entirely of wood and was later on de- 
stroyed by fire and was restored in 
the year 174 B. C. Caesar 
had a 
canal ten feet wide built between the 
lower tiers of seats and the arena as 
a precaution against the ravages of 
wild beasts, which were then used in 
some of the exhibitions. 
The Maxi- 
mus was again, destroyed by fire in 31 
.B. C., and on being rebuilt the lower 
half was restored with marble and 
the upper half of stone. During the 
reign of Antonius Pius, before the 
last restoration, the upper tiers of 
seats gave way from overcrowding of 
spectators, and hundreds tvere killed. 


The Regionary Catalogue gives the 
?Sat^F capacity of the Maximus as 
480,000 (but Pliny is said to have held

the capacity at 250,000; Bnrkhardt 
gives It, as 275,000). 
On festival 
days tbe circus was 
opened with a proceaslon, forming at 
the capitol. First came cars convey-. 
ing Images of the Gods and the Im- 
perial family, then the Chief. Magis- 
trate, sometimes the Emperor himself, 
in royal ragalia, seated in a magnifi- 
cent chariot 
drawn by 
the finest 
horses in the land. 
Following him, 
came the Royal family, the court no- 
bility, the executive officials, and' all 
other dignitaries of the empire.- The 
procession passed along the rdrum and 
on. to the circus, where it.-was voci- 
ferously received 
by . the populace. 
After those who participated in the 
parade were seated and the Emper- 
or had been ensconced In the royal 
box, 
which was gorgeously decorated 
in purple and odd cloth of the' finest 
texture, the chief Magistrate gave the 
signal for the opening of the festivi- 
ties by throwing a white flag Into the 
arena. 


The. chariot races consisted of sev- 
en rounds of the course, and as many 
as twenty-four races were held in one 
day. 
The chariots were drawn by 
special bred, horses, and were driven 
by slaves who were trained for that 
especial purpose. Some of the driv- 
ers in 
these contests were held in 
high esteem for their horsemanship 
hut as a class they were shunned as 
. disreputable individuals. At times the 
I races were interspersed with tiering 
j feats of "bareback". riding, which IB 
still used as a feature in the modern 
circus. 


What a spectacle It must have been., 
that great stadium filled with quar- 
ter of a million or more of sport lov- 
ing humanity, dressed in their robes 
of gaudy hue, .the Emperor and his 
family seated In the royal box, which 
was embellished with beautiful hang- 
Ings of velvet and satin, the chariots 
racing madly around the huge arena, 
throwing clouds of dust in the air as 
they cut into the earth at the turns, 


i the spectators howling with disgust or 
pleasure as their favorite was left be- 
hind or \vas out in front, showing the 
way to hig competitors. 
The last lap 
of the race is on! Everyone on their 
feet screaming words of encourage- 
ment to their favorites. The shouts of 
the multitude combined with the thun- 
der of horses' hoofs and the rumble of 
chariots make 
a bedlum 
of sound 
above which a cannon's roar could not 
be heard. 
Tbe finish! It would be 
a feeble effort at best if the writer 
should attempt to describe what must 
have been a wonderful sight as the 
winner of the contests drove his 
steaming horses up before the royal 
box to receive the badge of victory. 
These one time circus animals, the 
camel, the giraffe, the American bi- 
son, the zebu, the llama and the pec- 
cary, will probably be missing when 
the circus parades this spring. 
Secretary Houston, of the depart- 
ment of agriculture, has put the ban 
on the transportation 
of 
those six 
beasts from state to state, because 
they're all likely to catch the foot and 
mouth disease affecting all domestic 
cattle all over the country 


The camel, the giraffe, the bison, 
the zebu, the llama and the peccary 
must remain where they are at pres- 
ent. By June when it is expected the 
foot and mouth disease will be und«r 
control, the interstate bars may be 
lifted. 


The tough hide and feet of the ele- 
phant (who hasn't much of a mouth 
anyhow) makes 
him immune from 
the dreaded disease. Lions, tigers and 
other cat beasts never catch it.

ning of the event. 
Event at Philadelphia. 
Franklin Field, Philadelphia, where 
some of the greatest track events in 
the history of American sport have 
been 'decided, will present- a'busy 
scene next Friday 
and' Saturday, 
while the annual relay games of the 
"University of Pennsylvania are being 
contested. Last year there was.a.de- 
cidedly international flavor to this 
meet, when England sent her great 
Oxford University runners to take 
part in the four mile relay.team race. 
These were Sproule, Gaussen, Taber 
and Jackson, and running as named 
they won in 18:05. with the Pennsyl- 
vania team second and Cornell third. 


i Despite the fact that fore4gn competi- 
tors, for obvious'-reasons, are unable 
to take part, in this year's games, the 
event promises to be wonderfully at- 
tractive.
